Vaccination is don<? by plac­

!' i.s a simpk; and painless pro- 
'-.v'Mtt-.. If the vaccination "takes"
•A Mngl" pimpii.' similar to a 
small[>ox l".sion develops and 
runs through a similar course.

A vaccination scar indicates 
that an individual has been vae- 
cinat'xl, but it does not show- 
that hi: is permanently immune 
to smallpox. A rc-vaceination 
should rx- don«;»»;wry five to 
seven years aftfrward.

As a rule,' re-vaccination done 
this way causj-s no worse a sen­ 
sation than a little itching for 
a day or two, and leaves no 
scar at all. Such a program a,s 
this is a better than 99 px-rcent 
sure protection against small- 
po».

War Labor Board Policies During 
Reconversion Period Are Announced

The War Labor Board Is di­ 
rected to continue to stabilize 
wages and to settle labor-man­ 
agement disputes during the 
period of transition from war 
to peace. In carrying on these 
two tasks, the Boara has three 
broad objectives, described by 
the President in Executive Or­ 
der 95W.. issued August 18, 1945. 
These arc: H> to assist in the 
maximum production of goods 
and services required to meet 
domestic and foreign needs; i2i 
to continue stabilization of the 
Nation's economy (as directed 
in the Stabilization Act of 19421 
with such modifications of wage 
controls as are necessary to 
prevent either Inflation or de­
flation; (31 to moyi 
as possible without

as rapidly 
endangering

the stability of economy toward 
the removal of controls and to­ 
ward the restoration of collec­ 
tive bargaining.

Employers alone, or jointly 
with unions if there is a recog­ 
nized bargaining agent, may 
make any wage or salary1 in­ 
creases desired without the ap­ 
proval of the Board, provided 
that the increases will not af­ 
fect price ceilings or costs to 
the government.

The General Order is effec­ 
tive as of August 18, 1945.

Wage or salary increases not 
involving price relief may bo 
made without Board approval
